TREATY FIGHT IS 


RENEWED ON FLOOR

9.—Four 


persons w ere killed and fifteen in­ 


jured h er* today when a mob in­ 


tent upon lynching William Lock­ 


ett, negro, who confessed to the 


taurder of 10-year-old Geneva H ard­ 
m an, charged the court house dur­ 
ing L ockett’s trial and was fired 


upon by police and state troops. 


Two women w’ere reported among 


those shot by the state troops. The 
clash with the soldiers held off 
the mob wiiile the authorities m an­ 
aged to slip the negro away to 
a 
place of safety. 
Great excitem ent was caused by 
the shooting and there were m ut­ 
terings of further trouble. 
While 
the mob, the ring leaders of which 
carried a rope, were attem pting to 
get in the court house 
to 
get 
Lockett a jury found him guilty of 
first degree murder, and a m inute 
or tw-o later the negro was sen­ 
tenced to die in the electric chair 
March ll. 
F our hundred troops from Camp 
Taylor, Ky., have been ordered to 
Lexington to prevent further trou­ 
ble, and are now en route here. 
A dditional troops were requested 
as it was feared the 300 militiamen 
could not handle the situation. 
F earing that the mob wonjd loot 
paw nshops to obtain firearms, po­ 
lice and m ilitary officers went to all 
such stores and gathered, up guns 
and revolvers. 
T hey said an at­ 
tack on the militiamen was feared. 
Soldiers and policemen continued 
on guard at the court house follow-- 
Ing the shooting. 
Officials feared 
that another 
attem pt 'm ig h t be 
made to lynch Lockett should the 
crowd discover his w hereabouts. 
When Lockett was indicted late 
la s t week and it w-as decided to 
hold his trial here today, approxi­ 
m ately 300 state troops were order­ 
ed here to guard him. 
Early today hundreds of farm ers 
from the surrounding country came 
to Lexington to attend the trial. 
They gathered in groups on the 
streets. 
The state troops closely 
guarded the streets when the negro 
was taken from a train this m orn­ 
ing and rushed to the court house. 
H e was brought here from Frank 
fort on a special train. 
H eavy wires and ropes had been 
stretch ed along the streets to pre­ 
vent the crowd from charging the 
prisoner with his military escort. 
Long before the trial began the 
court house was crowded to capac­ 
ity. 
No one was perm itted to en­ 
te r until he had been searched for 
weapons. 
At 2 o’clock the mob spirit was 
believed to have been broken, at 
least tem porarily, and the eit.w wras 
quiet. 
Large crowds were still on 
the streets, but the looting of paw n­ 
shops had ceased. 
It was generally 
known United States regular troops 
w ere on their way here from C ump 
Taylor.

YEAR BE REQUIRED 


TO GET LENS MINES 
READY TO OPERATE 


Paris, Feb. 9. -Although all pos­ 
sible efforts to reconstruct the war- 
shattered mines of Lens have been 
and are being made, there is now 
no hope th at a single ton of coal 
will be extracted before 1921. 
In 
fact, the task of bringing back Lens 
to its former prosperity is so im­ 
mense that it is not expected .that 
the town and its mines will return 
to anything like their former state 
before 1928 or 1929. 
Provided that the work can be 
carried on without interruption, it 
will take all 1920 (o clear the un­ 
derground workings of the debris 
with which they were cacked by 
the Germans. 
Most of the work­ 
ings belonging to the M iners’ So­ 
il ooded. 
A plan for drawing oft the water 
has been arranged. 
The 
recon­ 
struction and repair of the tubbing 
will be carried out 
by 
German 
workmen, and the cement for the 
purpose will be brought from Ger­ 
many. 
The pumping out of the 
mines is expected to take at least 
three years. 
It is hoped that by 
next year it will be possible to ex­ 
tract coal from the first galleries, 
which are only 600 feet deep, but 
it is not expected that the water 
will be pumped 
out 
of the lower 
workings, which run down to 2,250 
yards, until 1923 or even 1924. 
The railways iii the Lens district 
! will not be completely repaired till 
j 1921. 
Of the 800 workmen's dwell­ 
ings belonging to he Miners’ So- 
* piety, not a hundred can be repair­ 
ed. 
Four hundred concrete huts 
are to be built in which it is hoped 
to house the 5,000 workers who will 
be employed in the clearing of the 
pits for the next two or three 
vears.

W ashington, Feb. 9.—W ithdrawal 
of American Red Cross pedsoimet 
from Siberia simultaneously with 
the movement of the American Si­ 
berian expeditionary force home­ 
ward has been ordered. All women 
workers and such men as are not 
needed to care for supplies now’ on 
hand at Vladivostok will move out 
with the troops, w’hile the medi­ 
cines and other storey probably will 
bo distributed to cviilians and hos­ 
pitals as rapidly as possible. 
Detailing the work of the com­ 
mission sent to Siberia in July, 
IU 8. the Red Cross, in a statem ent 
issued today, said its operations at 
one time covered a stretcli of 5,000 
miles from Vlaoivostok to the Ural 
mountains. The personnel includes 
400 American doctors, nurses and 
other 
workers 
and 1,000 
native 
helpers.
